SOCIALIST LEADER ARRESTED 
AGAIN IN TERRE HAUTE, IND. 


Powers Hapgood Accused of Va- 
grancy and Interfering 
With Officer.

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Sept. 6.— 
Powers Hapgood, Indiana Socialist 
leader whose protests against mar- 
tial law in this city led to his de- 
tention for two days recently, went 
to jail again last night, charged 
with vagrancy and interfering with 
an officer. 

Police arrested Leo Vernon, So- 
cialist organizer from Madison, 
Wis., and Aron Gilmartin, secretary 
of the Labor and Socialist Defense 
Committee, Chicago. They were 
charged with vagrancy. All were 
released on bond this afternoon af- 
ter their trial had been set for Sept. 
25. 
The arrests followed the resump- 
tion of picketing by striking union 
workers at the plants of the Cvlum- 
bilan Enameling & Stamping Co., 
and the Terre Haute Malleable & 
Manufacturing Co, The Columbian 
strike led to a general walkout of 
all union labor in the city July 22. 


ROOSEVELT VETOES 9 BILLS, 
ONE FOR FEDERAL LENDING 


Says Pierce Irrigation Measure 
Might Be Construed as Too 
Far Reaching. 

By the Associated Press. 

HYDE PARK, N. J., Sept. 6.— 
President Roosevelt announced to- 
day the veto of nine more bills, in- 
cluding the Pierce irrigation bill 
extending Government lending fa- 
cilities. 

The President said about the 
Pierce measures: ‘The second pro- 
vision of this bill extends Govern- 
ment lending into a new field which 
might be construed to commit the 
Federal Government to a policy en- 
tirely too far-reaching—that of 
lending to counties, districts or 
municipalities, to enable them to 
take care of already existing bonded 
indebtedness.” 

He also vetoed bills providing for 


Federal co-operation with the 
school districts of Trenton, Williams 
County, and Porcupine, Sioux 


County, North Dakota, for exten- 
sion of public buildings to be avail- 
able for Indian children. 

The other measures disapproved 
were principally for private claims

erased the word “Jewish” from her 
grandfather’s death certificate, sub- 
stituting the word “Evangelical,” a 
Berlin girl clerk was sentenced to- 
day to four months’ imprisonment. 
She said she had done it in the 
hope of keeping her job, for which 
proof of Aryan descent is_ pre- 
scribed. 


SUBWAY BUILDERS TO BE TRIED 


Four Blamed for Berli: Cave-in 
Which Killed 19.

DEFENDS TAX LAW 
AS SOCIALLY JUST 


Declares ‘‘Conditions Are 
Such as to Offer Further 
Substantial and Wide- 


spread Recovery.”

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 6.— 
President Roosevelt asserted in a 
letter made public today that “con- 
ditions are such as to offer further 
substantial and widespread recov- 
ery.” 

The New Deal's “basic program,” 
he said, has reached “substantial 
completion,” and a “breathing spell 

. is here—very decidedly so.” 

The President gave his views in 
a letter to Roy W. Howard, publish- 
er of the Scripps-Howard chain of 
newspapers, who reported fears of 
business men and asserted in a let- 
ter to the President, “there is 
need to undo the damage that has 
been done by misinterpreters of the 
New Deal.” 

Roosevelt said he had no “ma- 
gician’s wand,” but “we do claim 
that we have helped to restore that 
public confidence which now offers 
so substantial a foundation for our 
recovery.” 

“1 take it,” he wrote, “that we 
are all not merely seeking but get- 
ting the recovery of confidence, not 
merely the confidence of a small 
group, but that basic confidence on 
the part of the mass of our popu- 
lation, in the soundness of our eco- 
nomic life and in the honesty and 
justice of the purposes of its eco- 
nomic rules and methods.” 


Concerning Tax Bill. 


Howard, in his letter, said many 
business men believed the tax bill 
was “revenge on business.” 

Roosevelt replied that he would 
disregard “skeptics” and “those ac- 
tuated by a spirit of political par- 
tisanship,” but he believed it a “duty 
to clarify our purposes” to “critics 
who are honest and non-partisan 
and who are willing to discuss and 
to learn.” 

He declared the new tax program 
was “based upon a broad and just 
social and economic purpose.” 

It “affects only those individual 
people who have incomes over $50,- 
000 a year and individual estates of 
decedents who leave over $40,000,” 
he said, with adjustment of the cor- 
poration tax “to the generally ac- 
cepted fact that larger corporations, 
enjoying the advantages of _ size 
over smaller corporations, possess 
relatively greater capacity to pay.” 

To Howard's report that business 
men “are convinced and sincerely 
believe” that the administration has 
“sidestepped broadening the tax 
base to the extent necessary to ap- 
proximate the needs of the situa- 
tion,” the President replied: 

“The broadening of our tax base 
in the past few years has been very 
real. What is known as consum- 
ers’ taxes, namely the _ invisible 
taxes by people in every walk of 
life, fall relatively much more 
heavily upon the poor man than 
on the rich man.” 


“Unemployment Still With Us.” 


Referring to the “breathing spell” 
of which he spoke, Roosevelt said: 

“It is a source of great satisfac- 
tion that at this moment condi- 
tions are such as to offer further 
substantial and widespread recov- 
ery. 

“Unemployment is still with us, 
but it is steadily diminishing and 
our efforts to meet its problems 
are unflagging.” 

“In the large,” ne wrote, “th: de- 
pression was the culmination of 
unhealthy, however innocent, ar- 
rangements in agriculture, in busi- 
ness and in finance. 

“Our legislation was remedial, 
and as such, it would serve no pur- 
pose to make a doctrinaire effort 
to distinguish between that which 
was addressed to recovery and that 
which was addressed to reform. 
The two, in an effort toward sound 
and fundamental recovery, are in- 
separable.”

“There is not one word of evi- 
dence connecting the defendants, 
other than Drolette and McCor- 
mack, with any act in violation of 
the law,” the Court held, adding:

An Italian spokesman said that 
Italy’s objections to the Ethiopian 
activities in the League had been 
largely overcome by a decision on 
the part of Ethiopia definitely to 
make Hawariate its official dele- 
gate.

League Action ore War. 
Italy will wait for the League of 
Nations to act before Italian troops 
enter Ethiopia, persons close to 
Premier Mussolini said.

Story of Ferryboat Survivors. 


One of the few detailed reports 
from lower Matecumbe Key was 
taken to Key West by the five sur- 
viving members of the crew of the 
ferryboat Monroe County. Two 
members of the crew of the ferry 
that plied between lower Mate- 
cumbe and No Name Keys lost 
their lives. Three members of the 
sponging schooner Gilbert also 
perished, when the schooner was 
driven on the beach at Matecumbe.

200 Survivors of Storm Arrive in 
Jacksonville. 
By the Associated Press. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Sept. 6.— 
More than 200 men who survived 
the storm that wrecked three vet- 
erans’ camps in the Florida Keys 
Monday night came here today. 
They were the “able-bodied” sur- 
vivors, yet there were few who did 
not limp, or wear bandages. None 
could say why the rescue train had 
not come for them in time. 

John McCabe of Johnstown, Pa., 
praised Superintendent W. A. Hard- 
aker of Camp No. 1 for his work. 

“Capt. Hardaker came to our 
tents when the wind first started 
blowing,” McCabe said, “and told 
us to get down in the mangroves 
and lie on the ground. The wind 
began to blow like fury, and still 
he kept doing what he could. He 
was the first one up after the 
worst was over, helping to make 
the injured as comfortable as pos- 
sible. Timber, bricks and all sorts 
of things were flying around. Capt. 
Hardaker got a broken hand.” 

A few members of Camp No. 1 
leaped on the relief train as it 
headed south toward the other 
camps without stopping. Roy W. 
Aycock was one of them. “I 
wouldn’t be here now if it wasn’t 
for hopping that train,” he said. 
“About 18 of as grabbed it. We 
kept on going down toward Camp 
No. 5. It seemed the engine didn’t 
have up much steam and we started 
coasting as we got close to Isla- 
morado. About that time the wind 
blew two buildings across the track 
in front of us and we had to stop. 
All the windows blew out in a few 
minutes. Then came a great puff 
and the cars went over. The water 
started pouring in. It was chest 
deep. We stood there, hanging to 
the topmost side withour hands 
from Monday night until Wednes- 
day morning.”

“Blunt Coercion” by League 
To Stop Mussolini, Advocated 
By British Union Labor Chiet

MARGATE, England, Sept. 6.— 
With the peace of the world threat- 
ened by the ruthless and greedy 
dictator of Italy, Great Britain’s 
millions of workers, I am glad to 
say, have shown in no uncertain 
manner they will back up solidly 
whatever means the League of Na- 
tions machinery provides to pre- 
serve peace and to prevent Mus- 
solini from carrying out his rapa- 
cious assault on Ethiopia. 

A vote taken at this Congress 
today, when 2,962,000 out of 3,139,- 
000 workers recorded their “resolute 
faith in the collective peace system 
operating within the League of 
Nations and a determination to 
take all appropriate action to make 
that system a reality,” means that 
we British workers will go to any 
lengths ‘to prevent the outbreak of 
another world conflagration. 


Reply to Objections. 


Some people—even some of our 
own members—say we are pander- 
ing to a “war” policy of this coun- 
try’s capitalist government. Otih- 
ers assert that the way to prevent 
war is not through the League but 
by helping the Italian proletariat to 
throw out its brutal taskmaster. 

I sympathize with the feelings of 
these people. Don’t they realize, 
however, that, if the British work- 
ers openly declare that they won't 
support the League’s efforts to whip 
Mussolini into quietude—and by 
that I mean the employment of 
sanctions and force if necessary— 
they remove the fear of Great 
Britain’s might from Mussolini’s 
mind and assure the triumph of his 
flagrant aggression? 

War is a certainty unless Mus- 
solini is held down, and the work- 
ers in American and every other 


country ought to bear in mind that, 
if. Mussolini is successful in his at- 
tempt to achieve a bloody conquest 
of a defenseless nation, Fascism 
will have taken a big step forward 
in the permanent enslavement of 
all humanity. 

Can labor contemplate this sad 
picture and at the same time refuse 
to support the only lawful procedure 
that can prevent it from becoming 
a fact? I say emphatically “no.” 

“Must Face the Risk.” 

We workers will not be a party 
to turning the world into a sham- 
bles again just because it is an Ital- 
jan’s whim to covet certain Ethiop- 
ian territory. Naturally we, along 
with the League, must face the risk 
of Italy’s declaring war on us if we 
try to balk her imperialistic de- 
signs. There are ways and means, 
however, particularly in financial 
and economic sanctions and in the 
closing of the Suez Canal to her, 
thus insuring that she will not de- 
clare war, because if they are ap- 
plied she will not have the where- 
withal to do so. 

If the laws of the nations have no 
meaning for Italy, the League's 
duty is to use blunt coercion to 
impress them on her mind and to 
show her leader, who contemptu- 
ously disregards 
tions and prepares to dishonor his 
pledges, that his brutal war-mong- 
ering will not be tolerated. 

The League has been assured that 
the British workers are whole- 
heartedly behind it in whatever 
course is necessary to preserve 
peace, and I am sure that the or- 


ganized American workers feel as | 


we do. 

Furthermore, the American work- 
ers doubtless agree with us Britons, 
that, as soon as the peace of the 
world is assured, the nations of the 
world must get together and eradi- 
cate the chief cause of war—the 
maldistribution of the world’s eco- 
nomic resources.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Repre- 
sentative Cochran of St. Louis said 
today that Admiral Peoples, direc- 
tor of the federal procurement di- 
vision, had informed him that the 
contract for construction of the 
new St. Louis Postoffice building, 
at Eighteenth and Market streets, 
had been let to the Great Lakes 
Construction Co. of Chicago. For- 
mal announcement of the award is 
expected late today or tomorrow. 

The foundation for the building 
has been completed and work on 
the structure will start as soon as 
the company’s bond, already sub- 
mitted, has been approved.by the 
Treasury Department. 

The building and its mechanical 
equipment will represent the expen- 
diture of about $4,500,000.

11 OF 79 IN FAMILY 
SURVIVE. HURRICANE 


Capt. Russell Says Storm on 
Florida Keys Was Worst in 
His 50 Years Theer. 


By the Associated Press. 


MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 6—When the 


wind struck on the Matecumbe 
Keys Monday night the Russell fam- 
ily, prosperous pioneer residents, 
numberec 79 persons. Today only 
11 are alive. 

Capt. John Russell, patriarch of 
the family, from a2 hospital cot told 
of the storm. 

“When it became apparent early 
Monday afternoon that the ctorm 
was going to be bad, I gathered ail 
the members of the family I could 
in the postoffice,” he related. “I am 
postmaster at Islamorada. We 
crowded together and the wind and 
rain increased as the afternoon 
wore on. It was dark when the 
storm struck with all its force. The 
building was tern apart by the ter- 
rible wind. I don’t know how the 
members of my family died. 

“They were swept away and most 
of them I shall never see again. I 
understand they have ‘ound the 
bodies of some of them in the ruins 
of the building. In the 50 years J 


through many storms but the one of 
Monday was far worse than any I 
have ever experienced before. The 
force of the wind was far great- 
er than that of the 1926 blow and 
worse than the terrible storm that 
wrecked the keys in 1906.” 

The only members of the Russell 
family to survive the storm, the 
Captain said, were his son Bernard, 
his brother James, assistant post- 
master; Floyd, another —_—s son; 
Warren, a grandson; Clifton, a 
brother; his sister, Rosalie and her 
children, Brayman, Ralph and Billy 
Knowles, and Naomi and _ Cleve 
Lowe, children by a previous mar- 
riage. 

Capt. Russell and his wife went 
to the keys 50 years ago. They were 
joined by brothers and other rela- 
tives. Children and grandchildren 
came. 

Asked if he would go back to the 
keys and resume life there, Capt. 
John said: “I don’t think so. There 
isn’t anything to resume life for 
now.”

Those aboard a 
special train, chartered by the Mor- 
gan line to take them to New York, 
their destination when they sailed 
from New Orleans, were in good 
spirits, 

The train of 14 coaches pulled 
out of Miami at i0:47 last night 
after the fatigued passengers and 
crew had eaten “teartily at hotels 
and purchased clothing to replace 
that damaged or lost in the storm. 
Train connections were arranged 
for the passengers and crew arriv- 
ing at Charleston and Wilmington. 
Twenty were landed at Charleston 
today by the United Fruit liner 
Atenas.

Smiling and happy that their or- 
deal was past, the passengers and 
crew joked and chatted in groups 
on the railroad station platform as

tired early, but most of them were 


awake as the special pulled out. 

Some were landed at Miami 
Wednesday night, and others were 
transferred from the grounded liner 
yesterday. 

Miss Doris Levings of New York, 
the Dixie's hostess, told how the 
passengers sang to keep up their 
spirits during Monday night when 
battering waves put the ship's lights 
out of commission, pounded the 
liner on the reef and poured into 
the cabins. 


One of the first songs was 
“Dixie.” Then there was “Sailing, 
Sailing,” but that seemed inap- 


propriate and was dropped for 
“Pack Up Your Troubles.” 

Passengers and crew had nothing 
but praise for Capt. E. W. Sund- 
strom, skipper of the Dixie, who 
was badly bruised and nearly swept 
overboard in the storm, but is still 
with his ship.

Joseph J. Meluch Says He 
Wrested Pistol From 
Wife and Hit Her With 
It During Quarrel. 


Joseph J. Meluch, correspondence- 
course detective who met his 21- 
year-old wife through a _ corres- 
pondence club a week before their 
marriage last July 1, confessed at 
Police Headquarters today that he 
had beaten her to death with a re- 
volver Aug. 14 in their home at 
Lorain, O. 

In a signed statement to Chief of 
Detectives Carroll, and to Chief of 
Police Theodore Walker of Loruin, 
he said he wrested the _ revolver 
from his wife when she tried to 
fire it at him during an argument 
in which she accused him of over- 
friendliness with other women. 

Sought by Lorain authorities 
since the murder, Meluch surren- 
dered at Police Headquarters 
Wednesday night, insisting on his 
innocence but explaining he was 
“tired of running around the coun- 
try.” He said he had fled after 
finding his wife’s body, fearing he 
would be accused. 

Story of Her Jealvusy. 

“My wife was so jealous,” the 
amateur detective related in his 
confession, “that she didn’t want me 
to go out of the house alone, even 
to look for a job. Every time I'd 
leave, she’d accuse me of seeing 
other women, particularly one. 

“On Aug. 14 at about 2:30 p. m. 
I told her I was going out for some 
cigarettes and she wanted to go 
along. But when I said I’d be gone 
only five minutes she let me go 
alone. In about an hour I came 
back, got a drink of water in the 
kitchen and went upstairs to our 
bedroom. 


“She began tne old argument 
about where I’d been and accused 
me of seeing a woman. Then all of 
a sudden she pulled a revolver 
from under a writing tablet. and 
thrust it against my heart. I pushed 
the gun away and it fell to the 
floor. We both reached for it, but 
she got it first. 

“She put her finger around the 
outside of the trigger guard—she 
was kind of dumb about that—and 
she couldn’t fire it. So I took it 
away from her and hit her on the 
head four or five times with the 
butt end. She fell to the floor and 
when I tried to feel her pulse I got 
blood on my clothing. 

Flees on Freight Train. 

“I changed my pants, went down- 
stairs and got a clean shirt from 
my sister, Margaret, and then went 
to my dad’s shoe repair shop and 
borrowed $1.50 from him.” 

Meluch returned home, his state- 
ment continued, pulled down the 
shades in his bedroom, tucked a 
few personal belongings under his 
shirt, chatted a few moments with 
his mother and sister, and then 
caught a freight train to Bellevue,

OVER BERING STRAIT 


Army Signal Corps Gets Word 
36 Hours After They 
Leave Nome. 


NOME, Alaska, Sept. 6. — Safe 
arrival of Harold Farquahar and 
Fritz Bieler in their pontoon-equip- 
ped plane at Uelen, Siberia, was 
reported by the Army Signal Corps 
here . Farquahar, First Assistant 
Secretary of the British Legation at 
Mexico City, and Bieler, German 
war flyer, are on their way to 
London. They left New York two 
weeks ago. 

Safe arrival of the flyers at 
Uelen, which is not listed on stand- 
ard maps but is believed to be a 
tiny fishing village on the Kam- 
chatka Peninsula, was contained in 
meager advices to the Signal Corps. 

The airmen left Safety Lagoon 
near Nome for Whalen, Siberia, 
late Tuesday, arriving at Uelen 
Wednesday, after battling through 
stormy weather over the Bering 
Strait. They had been unreported 
for 36 hours since their takeoff 
from Harding Lake, near Fair- 
banks. 

Farquahar and Bieler announced 
on their takeoff from New York 
they would make a leisurely flight 
across Canada to Alaska, across the 
Bering Strait, down the Siberian 
Coast to China and Japan and 
thence over Northern Europe to 
London.

Can’t Compel Revenue Man 
to Disclose Names.

ponent, Paul 8B. Johnson. This 
Long denied. 

Long spoke over five Louisiana 
radio stations for more than three 
hours, interrupting his address oc- 
casionally for songs and band 
music. 

He attacked President Roosevelt 
and poked fun at the plans of anti- 
Long forces in Louisiana to oppose 
his ticket in the January election. 

“We're probably gonna have a 
political campaign in this state if 
they can find anyone to run 
against me,” Long said.

My dear Mr. Howard: I ap- 
preciate the tone and purpose 
of your letter, and fairness 
impels me to note with no little 
Sympathy and understanding 
the facts which you record, 
based on your observations as 
a reporter of opinion through- 
out the United States. 

I can well realize, moreover, 
that the many legislative de- 
tails and processes incident to 
the long and arduous session 
of the Congress should have 
had the unavoidable effect of 
promoting some confusion in 
many people’s minds. 

I think we can safely disre- 
gard the skeptics of whom you 
Speak. Skeptics were present 
when Noah said it was going 
to rain and they refused to go 
into the ark. 

We can also disregard those 
who are actuated by a spirit 
of political partisanship or Dy 
a willingness to gain or retain 
personal profit at the expense 
of, and detriment to, their 
neighbors. 

Then there were those who 
told us to do nothing. We had 
heard of the do-nothing policy 
before and from the same 
sources and in many cases 
from the same individuals. We 
heard it when Theodore Roose- 
velt and Woodrow Wilson pro- 
posed reforms. 

Honest, Non-Partisan Critics. 

The country has learned how 
to measure that kind of oppo- 
sition. But there are critics 
who are honest and non-par- 
tisan and who are willing to 
discuss and to learn. I believe 
we owe, therefore, a positive 
duty to clarify our purposes, 
to describe our methods and to 
reiterate our ideals. 

Such clarification is greatly 
aided by the efforts of those 
public-spirited newspapers 
which serve the public well by 
a true portrayal of the facts 
and a unbiased printing of the 
news. 

However, experience is the 
best teacher and results are the 
best evidence. As the essential 
outline of what has been done 
rises into view, I am confident 
that doubts and misapprehen- 
sion will vanish. I am confident 
further that business as a 
whole wiil agree with you and 
with me that the interests of 
what we broadly term business 
are not in conflict with, but 
wholly in harmony with, mass 
interests. 

I note what you say of the 
hostility emanating from finan- 
cial racketeers, public exploit- 
ers and sinister forces. Such 
criticism it is an honor to bear. 
A car with many cylinders can 
keep running in spite of plenty 
of carbon—but it knocks. When 
it is overhauled an important 
part of the job is the removal 
of that carbon. 

Legislation Remedial. 

In the large, the depression 
was the culmination of unheal- 
thy, however innocent, arrange- 
ments in agriculture, in busi- 
ness and in finance. 

Our legislation was remedial, 
and as such, it would serve nbd 
purpose to make a doctrinaire 
effort to distinguish between 
that which was addressed to re- 
covery and that which was ad- 
dressed to reform. The two, in 
an effort toward sound and 
fundamental recovery, are in- 
separable. Our actions were in 
conformity with the basic eco- 
nomic purposes which were set 
forth three years ago. 

As spokesman for those pur- 
poses I pointed out that it was 
necessary to seek a wise bal- 
ance in American economic life, 
to restore our banking system 
to public confidence, to protect 
investors in the security mar- 
ket, to give labor freedom to 
organize and protection from 
exploitation, to safeguard and 
develop our national resources, 
to set up protection against the 
vicissitudes incident to old age 
and unemployment, to relieve 
destitution and suffering and to 
relieve investors and consum- 
ers from the burden of unnec- 
essary corporate machinery. 

Defends Tax Program. 

I‘do not believe that any re- 

sponsible political party in the 


) country will dare to go before 
§ the public in opposition to any 
( of these major objectives. 

The tax program of which 

you speak is based upon a 
broad and just social and eco- 
nomic purpose. Such a pur- 
pose, it goes without saying, is 
not to destroy wealth, but to 
create broader range of oppor- 
tunity, to restrain the growth 
of unwholesome and sterile ac- 
cumulations and to lay the bur- 
dens of government where they 
2 can best be carried. 
' This law affects only those in- 
dividual people who have in- 
» comes over $50,000 a year, and 
individual estates of decedents 
who leave over $40,000. 


Moreover, it gives recogni- 
tion to the generally accepted 
fact that larger corporations 
enjoying the advantages of size 
over smaller corporations pos- 
sess relatively greater capacity 
to pay. Con equently the act 
changes the rate of tax on net 
| earnings from a fiat 13% per 
» cent to a differential ranging 
‘ from 12% per cent to 15 per 
cent,

¢ come. England is cited as an 
example. But it should be re- 
called that despite complaints 
about higher taxes our interest 
payments on all public debts, 
including local governments, 
require only 3 per cent of our 
2 national income as compared 
with 7 per cent in England. 


Broadening of Base. 

The broadening of our tax 
base in the past few years has 
been vefy real. What is known 
as consumers taxes, namely, 
the invisible taxes paid by peo- 
ple in every walk of life, fall 
relatively much more heavily 
upon the poor man than on the 
rich man. 

In 1929, the consumers’ taxes 
represented only 30 per cent of 
the national revenue. Today 
they are 60 per cent and even 
with the passage of the recent 
tax bill the proportion of these 
consumers’ taxes will drop only 
5 per cent. 

This administration came in- 
to power pledged to a very con- 
siderable legislative program. 
It found the condition of the 
country such as to require dras- 
tic and far-reaching action. 
Duty and necessity required us 
to move on a broad front for 
more than two years. 

It seemed to the Congress and 
to me better to achieve these 
objectives as expeditiously as 
possible in order that not only 
business but the public gener- 
ally might know those modi- 
fications in the conditions and 
rules of economic enterprise 
which were involved in our 
| program. 

‘ Breathing Spell Here. 

This basic program, however, 
has now reached substantial 
completion and the breathing 
spell of which you speak is here 
—very decidedly so. 

It is a source of great satis- 
faction that at this moment 
conditions are such as to offer 
further substantial and wide- 
spread recovery. Unemploy- 
ment ig still with us but it is 
steadily diminishing and our 
efforts to meet its problems are 
unflagging. 

I do not claim the magician’s 
wand. I do not claim that gov- 
ernment alone is_ responsible 
for these definitely better cir- 
cumstances. But we all know 
the very great effect of the 
saving of banks, of farms, of 
homes, the building of public 
works, the providing of relief 
for the destitute, and many 
other direct governmental acts 
for the betterment of condi- 
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tions. And we do claim that 
we have helped to restore that 
public confidence which now of- 
fers so substantial a foundation 
for our recovery. 
’ I take it that we are all not 
; merely seeking but getting tne 
» recovery of confidenee, not 
§ merely the confidence of a 
? small group, but that basic con- 
§ fidence on the part of the mass 
of our population, in the sound- 
ness of our economic life and 
¢( in the honesty and justice of 
the purposes of its economic 
{ rules and methods.

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RUSSIA 8TH LARGEST 
U. 5. GUSTOMER IN JULY 


Cotton Purchases Swell Total; 
7-Month Increase—Other 
Foreign Trade Figures. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Soviet 
Russia became the eighth largest 
foreign purchaser of United States 
goods, just before the State De- 
partment delivered its protest, 10 
days ago, againgt “flagrant viola- 
tions” by the Soviet of pledges 
against Commuunistic activities di- 
rected at the United States by the 
recent Communist congress. Russia 
denied responsibility for the inter- 
national’s activities. 

Commerce Department figures 
show that Russia’s July purchases, 
totaling $5,520,000, were more than 
double those of June, and four 
times those of July, 1934. 

For the first seven months of 
the year, however, Russia ranked 
only twenty-first among the Ameri- 
can customers, but bought goods 
valued at $15,058,000, compared 
with $9,112,000 in the same period 
last year. 

Cotton Important Item. 

Cotton was by far the most im- 
portant of the July purchases, Rus- 
sia acquiring 55,022 bales valued at 
approximately $3,500,000, against 
none in July last year. In the first 
seven months, Russian cotton pur- 
chases totaled 110,867 bales, com- 
pared with 28,718 in the correspond- 
ing months of 1934. 

While the trend of American im- 
ports from Russia also was upward, 
gains were smaller. In July pur- 
chases were $2,073,000, against $1,- 
546,000 in June and $1,472,000 in 
July last year. Imports for the first 
were $9,497,000, 
against $7,203,000 in the same period 
of 1934. 

China Trade Falis Off. : 

Commerce Department figures 
show China has fallen from sixth 
to eighteenth place in importance 
as a United States customer. China 
has embargoed the export of silver 
and so the metal was said not to 
be generally available for foreign 
trade, with the result that imports 
from the United States dropped 
from $44,807,000 to $24,919,000. 

Mexico, which is a large pro- 
ducer and seller of silver, apparent- 
ly benefited from the buying of sil- 
ver to boost its price. Mexico in- 
creased imports from the United 
States from $31,114,000 in the 1934 
period to $38,707,000 in the 1935 
seven months. - ? 

Nation’s July Customers. 

The nation’s July customers 
ranked as follows: Canada, United 
Kingdom, Japan, France, Germany, 
Mexico, Union of South Africa and 
Russia. 

For the seven months, Italy 
ranked ahead of Mexico, and Mex- 
ico was followed by Cuba, Australia, 
Belgium, and Union of South 
eae with Russia far down the 


A 

Total United States exports in 
July were $173,371,000 and $1,197,- 
000,000 for the seven months of 
1935, indicating the relatively small 
proportion of Russia’s purchases to 
total exports. 

Exports and Imports. 

The total exports for July, 1934, 
were $161,672,000. Imports during 
that month were $177,697,000 in 
1935, leaving an unfavorable trade 
balance of $4,326,000, while the 1934 
July import figure was $127,229,000, 
leaving a favorable balance of $34,- 
443,000. 

This condition was reversed, how- 
ever, as to the trade balance for the 
seven-month period of 1935, durirg 
which exports exceeded the imports 
total of $1,172,000,000 by $25,000,000. 
The exports total was slightly pe- 
low the 1934 seven months’ figure 
of $1,197,000,000. Imports during 
that period of 1934 were $991,000,000. 

Europe and Asia. 

Generally speaking, all of Europe 
was a better customer in July com- 
pared with the same month a year 
ago, continuing a trend that began 
to develop in June after several 
months of decline. Asia, on the 
other hand, which formerly had 
been increasing in importance, 
continued the decline that set in 
during recent months, while every 
other major geographical section 
of the world bought more this year 
in July.

ITALIAN NEWSPAPER SUGGESTS 
BARRING BRITAIN FROM EGYPT 


Invasion of Ethiopia No Greater 
Menace to Others Than England’s 
Holdings, It Says. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Sept. 6.—The semiofficial 
journal Azione Coloniale (Colonial 
Action) said today Italy would de- 
mand the exclusion of Great Brit- 
ain from Egypt if Great Britain 
declared Italy’s entry into Ethio- 
pia would be a threat to the Brit- 
ish empire. 

“If Italy’s presence in East Afri- 
ca is recognized as damaging to the 
imperial interests of England,” said 
the newspaper, “the same thing 
must be admitted for Britain’s pres- 
ence on the seas and coasts in bases 
within the imperial Italian sphere. 
England at Alexandria, Egypt, is as 
dangerous as Italy in Addis Ababa. 
Aden, Malta, and Gibraltar are a 
menace for our Mediterranean. 
Cyprus and Haifa are a danger for 
Rhodes. For our security, we can 
very well demand Great Britain's 
exclusion from Egypt.” 

The journal asked that it be rec- 
ognized that Italy was not pursuing 
any anti-British or anti-imperial 
ends, saying “otherwise we must 
pose the problem of our imperial 
security.” 


BARS REINSTATING CASE 
UNDER FRAZIER-LEMKE ACT 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 6.—Fed- 
eral Judge Hamilton today ruled 
that the amended Frazier-Lemke 
Act conferred no power on a Fed- 
eral Court to succor a mortgagor 
whose land had been sold under 
foreclosure. He held that when the 
land had been sold a bankrupt’s ac- 
tion under the first Frazier-Lemke 
Act, ruled unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court, could be revived 
under the amended law. His ruling 
did not go to the validity of the 
new act, which, however, was de- | 
clared vital to the decision on an-| 
other case pending before him. | 
Judge Hamilton denied the mo-| 
tion of Mr. and Mrs. J. B. Clore, 
who wished to reinstate their ac- 
tion filed under the first Fraszier- 
Lemke Act. They owed $8000 and 
tried to take advantage of the first 
law, which permitted the debtor to 
keep his land five years, then pay 
its appraised value instead of the 
face of the mortgage if he wished 
to keep it permanently. 

After the law was held invalid a 
Kentucky State Court allowed the 
foreclosure sale, to Clarence T. 
Thomas. Judge Hamilton held that 
this divested the Clores of all title 
whatever to the land.

The Representative Association is 
composed of office workers and 
mechanical department employes 
not affiliated with Gas House 
Workers’ Local Union. Last De 
cember the Regional Labor Board 
held that the Laclede Co. should 
withdraw recognition from the 
Representative Association and 
recognize the Gas House Workers’ 
Local, affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, as exclusive 
bargaining agent for mechanical 
department employes. The com- 
pany replied that the Represéne 
tative Association was not a com- 
pany union. 

Members of the Gas House Work- 
ers’ Union went on. strike last 
March 28 in an effort to obtain 
recognition as exclusive bargain- 
ing agent for all mechanical de 
partment employes, They re 
turned to wark last July 16 on 
terms, which included agreement 
by the company not to foster a com- 
pany union or collective bargaining 
agency. Provision was made for 
future arbitration of wage de 
mands and other questions.

BUILDING THE JEFFERSON 
NATIONAL-EXPANSION MEMORIAL 
~ ON THE RIVER FRONT 


HERE’S HOW AND WHY 


What Is the Purpose of the Jeff- 
erson National-Expansion 
Memorial? 


A The purpose is twofold. (1) To build on 
*the Saint Louis river-front the world’s 
greatest permanent Memorial dedicated pri- 
marily to those men who made possible the 
territorial expansion of the United States by 
the Purchase of the Louisiana Territory in 
1803 at a cost of fifteen million dollars. The 
value of the territory today is one hundred 
and sixty-five billion dollars. The National 
Park to be created will be dedicated to Pres- 
ident ‘Thomas Jefferson and his aids who ef- 
fected the purchase, to the great explorers, 
Lewis and Clark, and to the hardy hunters, 
trappers, frontiersmen, and pioneers who 
contributed to the expansion and develop- 
ment of our country by forcing the frontier 
westward from Saint Louis to the Pacific 
Ocean. 


(2) To meet the crying need for em- 
ployment in Saint Louis by providing 
work for 5,000 men who will be paid 
by the Federal Government. 


O. Who Sponsors This Memorial 
Project? 


A The plan was conceived in Saint Louis by 
*a group of public-minded citizens who 
formed the Jefferson National-Expansion 
Memorial Association. The Seventy-third 
Congress created the United States Terri- 
torial Expansion Memorial Commission, 
composed of fifteen members, three ap- 
pointed by the President of the United 
States, three by the President of the Senate, 
three by the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and six by the Memorial Associa- 
tion. The Missouri Legislature passed an 
enabling act under which the Board of Al- 
dermen adopted an ordinance for this bond 
issue election. The act limits the amount 
the City can spend to one-fourth of the cost 
of the project. Historical societies, civic 
groups, labor organizations, trade associa- 
tions and private citizens have actively sup- 
ported the project. 


O. Who Will Pay for It?

A The United States Government. The Me- 

* morial will become part of the National 

Parks System and will be maintained by the 

Federal Government forever without any 
cost to the City. 


O. What Will This National Park 
Cost Me? : 


A Nothing, if you are not a property owner in 
* Saint Louis; exceedingly little if you are. It 
will cost property owners only three cents 
per $100 valuation for the first ten years 
with the possibility of a slight increase the 
second ten years. For instance, if you own 
property assessed at $1,000, this National 
Park on the river-front would cost you 30 
cents a year for the first ten years; if you 
own property assessed at $2,500, it would 
cost you 7§ cents a year; if your property 
is valued at $5,000, the cost to you would be 
$1.50 a year. 


O. Why Should I, a Citizen of Saint 
Louis, Vote for This Bond Issue? 


Because your vote will help create jobs for 
‘5,000 men. Your vote will enable Saint Louis 
to receive its just share of the large sums of 
money being spent by the Public Works Ad- 
ministration of the Federal Government, It 
will provide work and wages to lessen the 
city’s relief problem.

ON FEDERAL BULIN 


Contractors Trying to Have 
Structure Ready for Occupancy 
by Oct. 15. 


Two hundred workmen are 
rushing to completion the new $3,- 
799,776 Federal Building at Twelfth 
and Market streets, so that it will 
be ready for occupancy Oct. 15, as 
promised by the builders, * 

If moving day is on the anticipat- 
ed date, it will be just three years 
and two months after the beginning 
of excavation, Aug. 15, 1932. Work 
on the superstructure started July 
12, 1933, and the cornerstone was 


sealed by Postmaster-General Far- 
ley April 28, 1934. 

In the meantime, St. Louisans 
have become familiar with the gray 
stone walls forming the imposing 


In the interior, not yet open to pub- 
lic inspection, a restrained modern- 
ism was used in the design of fix- 
tures and ornamentation. In the 
first-floor lobby, the courtroom lob- 
bies and other principal public 
points, fine marbles and aluminum 
work are the outstanding materials. 


Postoffice in Lobby. 

The main lobby is large, serving 
not only as building entrance, but 
as the site of a large new down- 
town postoffice station. Aluminum 
gleams at the postal clerks’ win- 
dows, the lock boxes for mail and 
elsewhere. In this section, the last 
of the marble is being placed on 
the walls and tall columns, 

The extensive floor of the post- 
office workroom, varnishing of 
which has just been completed, is 
of short, narrow -strips of hard 
maple wood, laid in a herringbone 
pattern. A customs workroom has 
similar flooring. Offices in the re- 
mainder of the structure have birch 
floors in the same pattern. All the 
floors are laid without nails on top 
of an asphaltic material 
holds the wood firm. 

On the third floor are three court 
rooms for the United States Dis- 
trict Court, which are almost iden- 
tical in size and design. Eath is 
two stories high. On the fifth 
floor, of similar size but somewhat 
more ornate finish, befitting its

Courtrooms Bright and Aliry. 

The walls of the Circuit Court 
room are of walnut, paneled in fine 
millwork, with narrow trimming 
strips of ebony.

Floorboards and door 
frames are of Verde antique mar- 
ble from Vermont, a mottled dark 
stone. Heating and _ ventilation 
grills are of aluminum, as are the 
lighting fixtures.

AST year, when I was abroad, I spent 

five weeks visiting cities and towns in 
Germany and saw many places of busi- 
ness owned and managed by Jews who 
had not been disturbed or molested. 

This year I was in Hamburg and Bre- 
men and did not see any boycotting, but 
in Osnabrueck I went shopping with 
friends who live there. On our way, I 
gaw a large glass case filled with photo- 
graphs and was informed that they were 
photographs of people who patronized 
stores owned by Jews, and that these 
pictures were published daily in their 
newspapers, Further along we came to a 
large department store where there was 
a good-natured crowd waiting for a cus- 
tomer to come out and be photographed. 

I was indignant at first, but my friends 
explained that this boycott was in answer 
to the boycott that the Jews of the world 
are waging against Germany and Ger- 
man-made merchandise. 

Knowing that such a boycott existed, 
my resentment vanished, to be replaced 
by pity for the Jews who are placed in 
this hard position by the ill-advised ac- 
tion of their fellows in foreign countries. 
* While I was cruising in July, I read a 
radio bulletin stating that the president 
of the American Federation of Labor had 

all the people of the United 

States to boycott German-made articles. 

Organized labor has maintained a boycott 

all articles of German manufac- 

ture for some time—but they do purchase 

articles made in Japan which, in my 
opinion, is far worse, 

Under the foregoing conditions, no rea- 
soning person can find fault with the 
boycott that will eventually spread over 
all Germany against the Jewish business 
houses, if the Jews of the world and 
United States in particular persist in 
their program of boycotting Germany 
and German merchandise.

ITALY’S CHARGES. 

One of the charges made by the Italian delegate 
in the memorandum presented to the League of Na- 
tions Council was that Ethiopia had “made impos- 
sible any pacific, friendly collaboration, economic or 
civil, with Italy.” This criticism would indicate a 
desire on Italy’s part to compose the difficulties 
between the two nations, but a refusal by Ethiopia 
to listen to overtures. 

On paper, Italy purported to be aggrieved because 
Ethiopia failed to give co-operation in settling the 
disputes. Her real attitude was shown by what 
happened when Prof. Gaston Jeze, the Ethiopian dele- 
gate, rose to speak at the Council meeting, to give 
his country’s side of the case. Baron Pompeo Aloisi, 
the Italian delegate, rose and left the chamber. As 
the Ethiopian’s discourse proceeded, Aloisi’s substi- 
tute also left. Italy seems so firmly committed to a 
war of conquest that her delegates cannot even ob- 
serve the amenities of diplomatic intercourse. 

Prof. Jeze’s address was largely a denial of the 
charges in the Italian memorandum. The list of dis- 
criminations and attacks upon Italians in Africa, he 
said, were but pretexts for war. The facts on the 
Ualual incident tend to bear out this statement. 
Italy hedged the investigation with many restric- 
tions, and refused to let the question of Ualual’s sov- 
ereignty be considered. As a matter of fact, official 
Italian maps had shown the place where the clash 
occurred to be 50 miles within Ethiopian territory, 
Another Italian charge to show Ethiopia’s unfit- 
ness to be a member of the League was the existence 
of slavery, which the African nation had undertaken 
to abolish on admittance to the League in 1923. 
Italy’s spokesman at Geneva, on the occasion of 
Ethiopia’s assuming membership, had spoken flatter- 
ing words on the virtual abolition of slavery, but 
now, it seems, it has become a horrible menace. 

An objective view of the matter cannot be expected 
from Italy, of course. An unbiased picture of this 
matter was given recently in Survey Graphic by 
Emory Ross, traveler and writer. Explaining that 
slavery in Ethiopia and elsewhere in Africa was the 
virtual equivalent of feudalism elsewhere, he said: 

Only when foreigners have put in their avari- 
cious hands has African slavery approximated 
the variety developed in America. The slave 
trade that aroused Livingstone and the world 
was the result of what Europe and America 
had done to Africa in previous days, carried on 
in Livingstone’s time by Arabs. Left to itself, 
African slavery in most of its manifestations as- 
sumes a mild form, but one not to be sanctioned. 
It should be progressively displaced. That is 
what Ethiopia’s Emperor has undertaken to do. 

But under any circumstances in Africa, that 
process is a long one (some European govern- 
ments haven’t yet completed it in their own 
African colonies); and in Ethiopia’s circum- 
stances, there are added difficulties. One of the 
chief of these is that most of those responsible 
for the slave trade within and out from Ethiopia 
are foreigners over whom the Emperor has no 
jurisdiction and who are not apprehended by | 
their own governments. Another element is 
that the trade’s base of operations and the 
routes over which slaves reach outside markets 
are in foreign territories. 

At the moment, the matter of Ethiopian forays 
and of Ethiopian slavery are academic questions, to 
be settled, if ever, by future historians. They will 
not be discussed rationally at Geneva. They are 
important items on Italy’s war platform, and will 
serve the purpose of “‘selling’” the African war to the 
people at home, no matter what the outside world 
thinks. of them. 
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* GOV. GRAVES CALLS THEM BACK. 
Some time ago, we commended Gov. Bibb Graves 
of Alabama for his veto of a sedition bill presented 
to him by the Legislature of his State. Now word 
has gone out that the veto did not take. Vigorously- 
worded and well-meaning though it was, it was late 
by a few hours and so is invalid. But the statute is 
not going to remain on the law books of Alabama 
for long if Gov. Graves has his way. He has called 
a special session of the Legislature to pass a re- 
pealer. His stand is that sedition laws are not only 
not needed but dangerous. How the Alabama Gov- 
ernor will come out remains to be seen, but it is en- 
couraging to find a state chief executive who be- 
‘lieves so firmly in preserving our fundamental guar- 
anties. If Congress was well advised in leaving un- 
passed the military and civil sedition bills (Tydings- 
MeCormack and Kramer bills)—and it was—there 
obviously is no reason to enact such legislation in the 


states.

JUDGE DOUGLAS’ JURY RECOMMENDATION. 

Hope that something will be done to improve St. 
Louis’ inefficient, unsatisfactory jury ‘system is held 
out by the report of Judge James M. Douglas recom- 
mending that we adopt the system used in Kansas 
City. Similar systems are in force, according to Jury 
Commissioner McNamara, in New York, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia and Chicago. 

At present in St. Louis, a jury panel is called for 
each division of court. When a jury is chosen, the 
remainder of the panel is excused, to report back 
later that day or on the following morning. This 
frequently means that many prospective jurors do 
not serve at all during the week in which they have 
been-called. It means they must waste their time 
around the courthouse or at home, in readiness for 
service. It means that the taxpayers must pay $3 
a day to each man, regardless of whether he is need- 
ed or not. 

In Kansas City, the pool system is employed. 
stead of separate panels for each division of court, 
one panel is chosen for all eight divisions. All pros- 
pective jurors meet in a general assembly room and 
jurors are. assigned by the presiding Judge as they 
are needed. Those excused from service in one court- 
room are subject to transfer elsewhere. Jurors struck 
off by reason of challenge, or after completing a case, 
are placed at the bottom of the list, to be called later 
in the week if needed. 

Judge Douglas concludes that the Kansas City sys- 
tem requires fewer jurors, gives counsel no oppor- 
tunity for advance knowledge of the names com- 
prising panels in divisions where they have cases, 
and reduces the time when any Judge has to listen 
to excuses to one period in a year. Certainly all 
Judges should welcome the idea of minimizing the 
excuse nuisance. 

Action on Judge Douglas’ report will be taken later 
by the Circuit Judges as a whole. It appears that 
a statutory change may be needed to revise our pres- 
ent system, but that is a small obstacle, considering 
the need for improvement. On the matter of econ- 
‘omy alone, it is estimated by Director of the Budget 
Meyers that it would save the city $50,000 a year. 
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* ‘WHAT THE DIXIE RESCUE TEACHES. 

The best traditions of the sea were upheld in the 
rescue of the 231 passengers of the coastal steamer, 
Dixie, two days after it had struck dangerous French 
Reef, off the Florida coast. There was no delay in 
appealing for help, as in the cases of the Vestris and 
the Morro Castle; as soon as the hurricane carried 
the Dixie onto the rocks, Capt. Sundstrom sent out 
his SOS. There was no breakdown of discipline 
among the Dixie sailors, as was officially noted in 
the report on the Morro Castle disaster. Notwith- 
standing the fact that lights went out soon after the 
huge waves began to pound the Dixie, the exemplary 
conduct of her officers and seamen prevented any 
symptom of hysteria among the passengers. The 
rescue itself—the transfer through rough seas and 
rain of the passengers in the lifeboats of the rescue 
ships—was a fine piece of seamanship. In short, the 
Dixie disaster, in its drama and deportment, is an 
jpspiring example ef how tragedy can be averted 
when the right things are done in time.

Memorial to the Jefferson Ideal 


Without purchase of Louisiana, Jefferson’s political credo could not have been car- 
ried out, Kansas editor and publicist says; his spirit must be revived in these 
trying times, and such a memorial as St. Louis plans will invoke power of his 
ideals; every vote for river-front project “will be a rivet in the national armor.”

HEN Thomas Jefferson bought from 
France that trans-Mississippi empire 
known as the Louisiana Purchase, it 
marked a new era in the world. Here in 
Jefferson’s purchase lay an empire, prob- 
ably the largest real estate transaction ever 
made by the heads of two major Powers. 

Napoleon and Jefferson; two great revolu- 
tionary minds—authors of a new deal in 
Europe and in America that lasted for a 
hundred years. Napoleon broke down the 
old order; made it possible for the new 
order to triumph in continental Europe. Jef- 
ferson’s political democracy laid the foun- 
dation for the American ideal of political 
equality, the herald of the new day in the 
nineteenth century on this continent. 

In St, Louis on the waterfront, where the 
new memorial shall rise, the fuse was light- 
ed which gave to Jefferson's political pro- 
gram the explosive energy of social dyna- 
mite. For the first time on this planet, an 
empire was thrown open to the people, where 
every pioneer started squarely toeing the 
taw-line and went forward into his life’s 
adventure in the wilderness equipped with 
full civil rights. 

Those civil rights were the inheritance of 
Thomas Jefferson. They made it possible 
to transform the wilderness into an eco- 
nomic democracy with some substantial ap- 
proximate to economic equality. Here were 
no land barons, here no feudalism, here no 
serfs nor yeomen, here free men polttically 
equal. Political equality in an expanding 
empire produced after a hundred years a 
land of economic opportunity. 

More than that, the uncountable wealth 
of this great empire spread beyond its own 
acres, its own vast reaches. It overflowed 
and kept all America for a hundred years 
upon some kind of approximate economic 
balance. An economic freedom established 
by the very abundance of the riches, a social] 
justice of sorts. 

Thomas Jefferson little realized how the 
Louisiana Purchase would perpetuate his 
dream of political liberty. Yet that is what 
it did. Without that purchase, a cramped 
United States bounded on the west by the 
Mississippi and on the south by the Appa- 
lachians would have quickly § stratified. 
Classes would have come with the rigidity 


which they had assumed in the Old World. 
But the boom of the new West saved lib- 
erty for the whole land. 

Now, a hundred years and a generation 
after Jefferson's purchase, we are facing a 
new era and a new deal. 

The Jeffersonian principle of liberty, of 
free discussion under parliamentary forms, 
with men unchained to think and speak and 
express themselves according to their quali- 
ties of mind and to act as free men expand- 
ing their individual talents—that great prin- 
ciple of government is the hope of the new 
day. The vast baffling problems of the 
twentieth century must be solved under de- 
mocracy. We are faced with the tyranny of 
industrial and agricultural regimentation on 
one hand, and on the other the dictatorship 
of vested interests. 

Thomas Jefferson's spirit must be revived, 
his ideals cherished. His great vision of 
freedom must come into play through the 
wisdom of the democracy which he tried to 
establish, if we are to remain the land of 
the free and the home of the brave. 

Every time one stone is piled upon another 
to make a monument to Jefferson, we are 
building a barricade against some tyrant. 
Every time we invoke the power of Jeffer- 
son's ideals by paying tribute to Jefferson’s 
work, we are laying footing stones upon a 
fortress wherein we may preserve this na- 
tion for our children. 

Here in St. Louis Jefferson wrought his 
great miracle. Here in St. Louis should 
arise some beautiful and commanding monu- 
ment to his name and his gospel of democ- 
racy. It should be such a memorial that 
men may pause and for a moment come to 
reverent realization of the debt we owe to 
him. The debt may be paid finally only by 
loyalty to the Jeffersonian ideal expressed 
in terms of continued expanding, deepening 
social justice for the next century and for 
generations to come. 

Every vote we give toward the building 
of this monument, here on this consecrated 
ground where ,Jefferson’s first vision rooted, 
will be a rivet in the national armor which 
shall defend our freedom and guarantee to 
our children and our children’s children the 
right to the pursuit of happiness and the 
blessings of liberty.

MORMONS BUILDING 
CHURCHES IN EUROPE 


Permanent Communities Being 
Established for First Time 
in Many Years. 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—Permanent 
Mormon communities are being es- 
tablished throughout Europe for the 


first time since the founding of the 
religion, more than a century ago. 

Modern followers of Brigham 
Young no longer are seeking Euro- 
pean converts with glowing ac- 
counts of life in the state he found- 
ed. 

“The strict American i{mmigra- 
tion laws and the depression have 
ended all that,” said Joseph J. Can- 
non, former editor of the Deseret 
News, daily newspaper of Salt Lake 
City, who is the new president of 
the Latter-Day Saints (Mormon) 
Church in Great Britain. 

“Now we are encouraging Euro- 
pean converts to stay at home and 
build up their own communities on 
this side of the water,” he said. “We 
have bought the site for our first 
temple in London—it will be a mod- 
est one. We already had a few 
churches in England but have just 
added two new ones and are begin- 
ning to build in other countries. 

“Organizing Youth Movements.” 

“We are organizing youth move- 
ments—we are especially interested 
in youth between the Boy Scout 
and the time they become adults— 
and we have our older women’s re- 
lief societies which are being estab- 
lished in all European centers.” 

Cannon estimates there are 20,000 
Mormons in Germany, about 7000 in 
the British Isles, and large commu- 
nities in the French speaking sec- 
tions of Belgium and Switzerland. 

“These figures do not give a true 
picture of how the Mormon re- 
ligion has spread in Europe,” he ex- 
plained. “It must be taken into 
account that 125,000 Mormon con- 
verts from England alone émmigrat- 
ed to the United States during the 
past century.” 

He recalled that the growth of 
the Latter-Day Saints has _ been 
largely in foreign countries. The 
first Mormon mission was estab- 
lished in Liverpool in 1837. Young 
issued an epistle in 1847 urging all 
European Mormons to emigrate as 
speedily as possible. The Mormon 
church conducted a “perpetual emi- 
gration fund company” from 1850 to 
1887 when it was dissolved by the 
United States Government on the 
ground that the church was “an 
organized rebellion.” It was an 
Englishman, John Taylor, who suc- 
ceeded Young as president of the 
church, 

His Argument. 

Cannon, who has returned to a 
former vocation as missionary, re- 
vealed one of the arguments he 
uses in his new work abroad:

The modern success of the Mor- 
mon missionaries in Germany, 
where they are welcomed and en- 
couraged by the Hitler Govern- 
ment, Cannon says, is in sharp con- 
trast with their history there. Mor- 
mon missionaries were expelled 
from Germany in 1851 and again 
in 1853.

Dr. H. C. Thompson of Cornell 
University’s vegetable department, 
will direct an educational campaign 
to acquaint farmers and handlers 
with the plan. Under Mercker’s 
direction, production quotas will be 
established for each State and 
county. 

Activity to Start in South. 

Mercker said activity would start 
in the South, as first planting will 
be there. County committees will 
be organized to fix individual farm- 
er allotments upon which tax ex- 
emption stamps will be issued to 
the quota limits. 

Farmers will be given tax exempt 
stamps for potatoes up to the 
amount of their production quotag 
Production beyond that will be 
subject to a tax of three-quarters 
cent a pound. 

The potato bill was attached in 
Congress to the recently enacted 
AAA amendments despite a warn- 
ing from Chester C. Davis, Farm 
Administrator, that it would be 
more difficult to administer than 
all the other programs put together. 

On Voluntary Efforts. 

Mercker was graduated from 
Rutgers College in 1915, and in 1918 
went to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. Since then he has served 
part of the time with the depart- 
ment and part of the time in other 
vegetable work in New Jersey and 
New York. For several years he 
has been handling co-operative 
work with states, seeking to get 
farmers to co-operate in watching 
potato forecasts so as to control 
their production and avoid exces- 
sive marketings which periodically 
have shattered producers’ prices. 
He said that, like all other volun- 
tary efforts, the method had failed.

the other courts the room is bright 
and airy. 

In the District Court rooms, oak 
is combined with walnut for the 
paneled walis. Painters are busy 
with rubbing oil, bringing the 
veneered wood to gleaming perfec- 
tion. Outside doors of all the 
courts are of oak, with walnut pan- 
els. Inner swinging doors are cov- 
ered with imitation leather, stud- 
ded with aluminum nails. 

Theer are 700 office rooms of 
varied sizes and shapes for the 
various Federal departments which 
will have headquarters in this 
building. Door and window frames 
and railings in most of them are 
of oak, while court clerks’ main 
offices have steel counters. 

At the front of the fourth story, 
in the corridor, there is a large 
oval opening or light well in the 
floor, overlooking the lobby of the 
District Court. It is protected by 
an aluminum railing. 


Nine Entries to Building. 


Entrance to the structure is by 
five doors on Market street, two on 
Twelfth boulevard and two on 
Eleventh street. The doors are of 
aluminum, cast in simple conven- 
tional patterns and polished. Be- 
cause they are outside of ordinary 

-revolving doors, these portals are 
curved. Their beauty will be lost 
to the passerby much of the time, 
because they will be pushed back 
into recesses. 

Air in the building will be hu- 
midified as required and recirculat- 
ed, but will not be cooled. There 
is a maze of equipment in the sub- 
basement for this and other pur- 
poses. 

Moving from the present 51-year- 
old Federal Building at Eighth and 
Olive streets will require about a 
month and will cost $12,554. There- 
after 2000 or more relief workers 
will move into the old place _ to 
make a card index of the 1900 na- 
tional census. 

The site of the new building, cov- 
ering the city block bounded by 
Market, Walnut, Twelfth and 
Eleventh streets, cost $1,068,315.

TEST SUIT LIKELY ON QUESTION 
OF REFUNDING STATE BONDS 


Filing of Action, However, Is Made 
Conditional on Sale of Re- 
maining Road Issue. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 6.— 
The State Board of Fund Commis- 
sioners decided today to institute a 
friendly test case to determine if 
outstanding State bonds may be re- 


funded, but made the filing of the 
suit conditional on whether the 
board decides to sell the remaining 
block of $5,000,000 of State road 
bonds from the $75,000,000 issue au- 
thorized in a State election in 1928. 
The decision as to whether this 
block of road bonds will be sold 
depends, in turn, Gov. Park said, on 
whether, if the bonds are sold, the 
Federal Works Progress Adminis- 
tration would match the proceeds 
with approximately an equal amount 
of Federal funds for highway con- 
struction.

Pickles 
are foods put up in brine or vinegar 
to preserve them. In either case 
what happens is that the ripening 
process and the spoiling process in 
the fruit or vegetable used for 
pickles is stopped or prevented be- 
cause the enzymes, bacteria, molds 
and other organisms that cause 
these changes cannot live in s0 
much sugar or brine or vinegar. 

The quality of homemade pickles 
(and all other pickles, for that mat- 
ter) depends first of all on the 
quality of the materials used in the 
making, says the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. Fruits and vegeta- 
bles should be fresh, they should 
be of high quality, and they should 
be sorted for size and ripeness.

No matter how much we may de- 
lude ourselves with promises of 
warmer weather, fail really seems 
to be here.

’ Breakfasts need a tang of some 
gort if we are to start the day off 
right. Not: always the same old 
ham or bacon and eggs and toast 
and coffee, but something that will 
make us sit up and really relish 
our food after these weeks of en- 
ergy-sapping heat. 
- Hot Breads Good.

Breakfast Puffs.

preciation of a thick juicy steak 
with just the right steak sauce. 

For a really choice steak, you 
have to start with a well chosen 
cut, follow it with perfect methods 
of cooking and serve it sizzling hot 
with a spoonful of your favorite 
steak sauce. 

Several Cuts. 


Among the choice steak cuts can 
be numbered club steaks, or short 
cuts, T-bones, porterhouse and ser- 
loin steaks. A club steak will serve 
one, a porterhouse two, if properly 
served, while a sirloin may serve 
from three to six depending upon 
the cut. 

For a group of four or more sir- 
loin is the wisest choice since the 
proportion of bone and other 
waste is smaller and the steak is 
carved to better advantage. 

There are several cuts of sirloin 
that you may acquaint yourself with 
by the shape of the bone. A pin- 
bone sirloin has more bone in 
proportion than other sirloin cuts, 
containing the end of the hip bone. 
Otherwise it looks not unlike a 
porterhouse cut. The next cuts of 
loin called double bone and round 
the bone cuts have more meat and 
less bone and fat. They are the 
choicest of the sirloin cuts. 

Fat for Tender Steak. 
Be sure that the steak you buy

Maitre d’Hotel Sauce. 

Melt one-fourth cup ‘butter, add 
two tablespoons lemon juice and 
one tablespoon minc parsley.

COMPANY. DINNER 


Flavorsome and Easily Pre- 
pared It Is an Excellent 
Main Dish. 


Something new, but it must be 
easy, is the song of the hour as 
sung in the modern kitchen. And 
a baked ham dinner is easy. It's 
brand-new, too, when you give it 
the finishing touch of an orange 


crust and cinnamon orange slices. 

Here is the thoroughly satisfying 
and, may we say “elegant,” founda- 
tion for a family dinner or a com- 
pany occasion. Whether you buy a 
whole ham, half ham or ham butt, 
this delicious new flavor combina- 
tion is just as adaptable. 

New Methods Simple. 

The cooking of a ham was ever 
a rite, attended with much watch- 
ing and concern, big kettles and 
huge roasters, the kind of a dish 
that one thought of in connection 
with grandmother’s big, airy kitch- 
en. Modern methods of curing 
hams and new methods of cooking 
have changed all that hard work 
with a method as easy as broiling a 
steak. 

Modern hams need no soaking 
and no par boiling, and the new 
methods of cooking are worked out 
just as scientifically—say to use an 
open pan, no water and a very low 
oven. Leaving the rind on pre 
vents drying, and the low cooking 
oven makes the most delicious, 
juicy, tender hams. 

Allow 22 minutes to the pound 
for large 15-16 pound hams, 25 min- 
utes for smaller hams and 30 min- 
utes to the pound for half hams or 
butts. 

Orange Flavor. 

The delicious new orange flavor 
is secured with orange juice and a 
little grated rind mixed with brown 
sugar as a top crust. Then spicy 
orange slices are prepared by cook- 
ing them with stick cinnamon and 
a heavy syrup. Chilled and used 
as a garnish with the sticks of cin- 
namon through the center of the 
orange slice—you've something 
worth talking about. 

Here’s a menu for September that 
you'll want to serve not once, but 
again and again. 

Baked Ham 

(With Cinnamon Orange Slices.) 

Remove the wrappings from the 
ham. Wash ham with damp cloth. 
Do not remove rind. Place whole 
ham in open roasting or baking pan 
fat side up. Place in 300 degrees 
F., oven (very low). Bake with- 
out covering, allowing 25 minutes 
to the pound. Forty-five minutes 
before ham is done, remove from 
oven and take off rind, which will 
be brittle and easily removed. Pour 
off the fat in the pan. Score the 
fat surface with two or three 
slashes across the ham. Make a 
paste of one cup brown sugar, juice 
of one orange and grated rind of 
one orange and spread over the 
surface. 
the same low oven. Serve garnished 
with cinnamon orange slices and 
water cress or parsley. 

Make a syrup of one and one- 
half cups sugar, one-half cup water, 
juice of one lemon and two sticks 
of stick cinnamon. Wash three 
oranges and cut in thick slices. 
Place in hot syrup and boil gently, 
without covering, until orange rind 
is clear. Place a one-inch length of 
stick cinnamon through the center 
of each orange slice. Chill the 
oranges in the syrup before serv- 
ing. 
Spinach With Dutchess Crusts. 


Open a No. 2 can of spinach and | 


heat. Drain, season with two ta- 
blespoons of butter, one-fourth tea- 
spoon dry mustard, one tablespoon 
lemon juice or vinegar and salt to 
taste. Place in serving dish and 
place dutchess crusts around the 
edge, 

For dutchess crusts, cut four or 
five slices of day-old bread into 
tiny, even cubes. Place in a frying 
pan with one-fourth cup butter or 
bacon drippings and fry to a crisp 
golden brown. Serves five. One 
and one-half pounds of fresh spin- 
ach may be used in this recipe. 

Pear in Lime Gelatin Salad. 

Dissolve one package of fine fla- 


-vored gelatin dessert in one and 


three-fourths cup water, following 
directions on package. Dip indi- 
vidual molds or ramekins in cold 
water and arrange in each three 
pieces of canned pears made by cut- 
ting each large half of pear in three 
strips lengthwise. Pour cooled gel- 
atin in each mold to cover the pears. 
Let set, unmold onto crisp lettuce 
and serve with mayonnaise. 

One package of gelatin dessert 
and six halves of pears will make 
six salads. 


FRUIT CUP 


Two large bananas. 

Three tablespoons lemon juice. 

One or two cups sliced fresh fruit. 

Peel and dice bananas and cut 
fruit in small pieces and chill. Mix 
bananas, fruits and lemon juice and 
add the drained fruit juice. Serve 
in fruit cups and garnish with red 
cherry. Use either as fruit cup or 
dessert. Six servings.

Mocha Mousse. 

Add one-fourth cup of strong cof- 
fee to five and one-half ounces 
chocolate syrup. Beat two cups of 
cream so that it does not become 
too stiff, add two tablespoons con- 
fectioners sugar and then mix with 
the chocolate. Freeze in refrigera- 
tor trays o in an ice and salt 
mixture. Or the mousse may be 
poured into individual paper cases, 
then placed in the freezing trays 
or in a container of ice and salt.

Apple Compote 

Six smooth sour red apples 

Eighteen cloves 

One cup sugar 

One and one-half cups water. 

Wash, core and score the skin of 
apples midway between the stem 
and blossom end. Press’ three 
cloves in each. rut sugar and 
water in a sauce pan and stir until 
the sugar is dissolved. Boil three 
minutes. Add apples, three at a 
time. and cook until tender, turn- 
ing them often. Remove apples. 
Cook the syrup to a jelly stage. 
Pour over apples and chill. 


VEGETABLE COCKTAIL 


Four cups cooked tomatoes 

One-third cup green peppers 

One-fourth cup diced celery 

One tablespoon onion juice 

One tablespoon horseradish 

Two tablespoons sugar 

One-fourth cup vinegar 

One tablespoon salt 

Pinch of black and red pepper. 

Drain tomatoes and chop pulp 
with the vegetables until fine. Add 
tomato juice, horseradish, sugar, 
vinegar, salt and pepper. Allow 
mixture to stand for a little while 
in a cool place. Yields enough for 
12 portions. 


PAN BROILED LAMB CHOPS 


Place lamb chops in a hot skillet, 
sear quickly on both sides. When 
brown reduce the heat and cook 
at a lower temperature until done. 
Do not cover nor add water to 
skillet. Season chops with salt and 
pepper and spread with butter when 
ready to serve. . 


MAPLE PARFAIT 


Eight egg yolxs or four whole 
eggs. 

One cup maple syrup. 

Two. cups cream, whipped. 

Beat eggs slightly, add syrup and 
cook over hot water until slightly 
thickened. Cool. Fold in_ the 
whipped cream. Freeze, using eight 
parts of finely broken ice to one 
part of freezing salt. 


Peach Meringues. 


Cut stale sponge cake in rounds | 


with the cooky cutter. Slightly 
moisten each round with juice from 
maraschino cherries. Put half a 
canned peach, cut side up, on each 
piece of cake and fill the cavities 
with halves of maraschino cherries. 
Make a meringue, using three ta- 
blespoons confectioner’s sugar to4 
each egg white, and pile thickly 
over the peaches. Bake in a very 
slow oven until the meringue is 
done. It will take about 15 min- 
utes in a 300-degree oven. 


Orange and Black Salad. 

Drain and chill one and one-half 
cup apricot halves, fresh or canned, 
and one and one-half cups of oranre 
sections. Place them attractively 
on lettuce hearts. Garnish with 
one-half cup of stoned dates which 
have been stuffed with cream 
cheese.

PEPPER RELISH 


Two cups (14 ozs.) prepared pep- 
pers. 


Seven cups (3 lbs.) sugar. 


One and one-half cups apple vine- 
gar. 


One bottle fruit pectin. 


To prepare peppers, cut open 
about one dozen medium peppers 
and discard seeds. For best color, 
use equal amounts green and red 
sweet peppers. Put through food 
chopper twice, using finest knife. 
Drain pulp in sieve, 


Measure sugar, vinegar, and pre- 
pared peppers into large kettle, 
packing each cup solidly until juice 
comes to top. Mix well and bring 
to a full rolling boil over hottest 
fire. Stir constantly before and 
while boiling. Boil hard two min- 
utes.

son who became a motion picture 
star years later. 

Finally came an opportunity for 
Jimmy and his wife to be in the 
same troupe again. It was the year 
when the Shuberts went into vaude- 
ville and sent complete unit shows 
on the road. Both Jimmy and his 
wife’s sister team were incorporat- 
ed into the unit headed by Lew 
Fields. After that job, Jimmy was 
put at the head of a small-time girl 
act; that is, he did the usual mu- 
sical comedy juvenile lead stuff, 
there was also an ingenue playing 
opposite him, and there was a 
chorus of six girls.

For the shoulder joint after in- 
jury (dislocation or fracture of one 
of the bones), exercises are recom- 
mended as follows in the period of 
convalescence: 

1. The patient lying on the back 
with the arms at the side, the 
manipulator takes hold of the fore- 
arms and moves the arms outward 
from the body a few degrees and 
then returns them to the original 
position. In the course of time the 
range of motion is increased. 

(Note that most of these exercises 
require a helper or manipulator be- 
cause the muscles are at first too 
weak for the patient to make the 
motions himself), 

2. Lying face down, clasp the 
hands at the back of the neck and 
raise both elbows from the bed or 
table with out raising the body. 
Raise the elbows with someone put- 
ting pressure on them. 

3. Standing with the hands 
clasped behind the back, the fing- 
ers interlocked, the palms facing 
up, turn the palms in and down. 

4. Shrug the shoulders. 

5. Standing with the arms 
stretched out horizontally from the 
sides, move the arms in small and 
large circles in both directions, 
clockwise and anti-clockwise. 

6. Standingwith the arms 
stretched horizontally out at the 
sides, rotate them so that the palms 
are alternately up and down. 

For Elbow. 
Exercises for the elbow joint aft- 


er injury or disease: In most in- 
stances the elbow will have been 


- bent, and after injury being in a 


splint, will be more or less fixed in 
the bent position. 

1. Lie on the face, the forearm 
hanging over the edge of the table. 
The manipulator supports it and 
bends it back and forward. 

2. Sitting at a table with the back 
of the arm resting on it, raise the 
forearm until the hand touches the 
shoulder and then bring it back.
